Tho troops are kept bard at work. Beelde*

GENERAL EXPEDITION. 


Lack of Transporting Facilities Occa- 


sions Some Delay In Departure. 


Tampa. Fla.. May 10.—The GUSS|P. one 


of the Mallory line, chartered by the 
government for use as a transport, has 
sailed for Cubar loaded with arms, am- 
munition and supplies, furnished by the 
United States government for the use' 
of the Cuban insurgents. A company of 
100 United States troops from the First 
regiment of infantry accompanies the 
expedition.

The expedition is In charge 
of Captain W. H. Dorst, General MI!PB' 
aide, who has just returned from Cuba.

rounds of ammunition and several hun- 
dred boxes of provisions, consisting 
principaWy of cann«d meats and hard- 
tack. The utmost secrecy was main- 
tained regarding the point of landing,, 
but, 
in view of Captain Dorst's recent 


landing near Havana, where he com- 
municated with the insurgent leadrr. 
General Del(?ado, it is believed that the 
expedition will be headed for a point not 
far from Havana.

It was understood, how- 
ever, that she wa.s to be met at some 
point not far from Key West by a gun- 
boat from the blockading squadron and

Provision for Mobilizing and Feeding 


Thousands on the Island. 


Washington. May 10.—There Is the best 


authority for the statement that th« 
navy department does .not expect to hear 
from Admiral Sampson within severa\ 
days. The remark would seem to In- 
dicate that the admiral, having failed to 
find the enemy at the place expected, had 
.turned his attention to the alternative 
project. What this la cannot be ascr-ir1- 
tained. It is evident, however, that the 
department ia under no apprehension as 
to the safety of the American fleet, nor 
of any vessel of the fleet. 


Monday an official statement was made 


as to the points of concentration of the 
volunteers. The list includes the follow- 
ing: To Washington, Massachusetts., 
one regiment of Infantry; to Camp 
George E. Thomas. Chicamauga, Massa- 
chusetts, one regiment infantry; Ver- 
mont, one regiment infantry; to depart- 
ment commanders for coast defense and 
reserve: Connecticut, one regiment in- 
fantry and two batteries heavy artt'lery 
and one battery light artillery; Maine, 
one regiment infantry and one battery 
heavy artillery: 
Massachusetts, two 


regiments infantry and one battery 
heavy artillery; New Hampshire, one 
regiment infantry; Rhode Island, one 
regiment infantry. There is every evi- 
dence that the department officials ex- 
pect a short, sharp, conclusive and im- 
mediate campaign, such as could not be 
waged by 5000 or 10,000 soldiers. It is also 
to be noted that preparations made by 
the quartermaster's department and 
the commissary's department, so far as 
disclosed by actual order*, indicate that 
provision Is being made for mobilizing, 
transporting and feeding many thou- 
sands of men outside of the United 
States. 


With a view to systematizing the work 


If mobilizing the forces and putting them 
in service, the war department has 
planned a scheme which, it Is believed, 
will very much hasten the work of get- 
ting the men together and equipping 
them, while avoiding any congestion of 
the railroad traffic. Instead of allowing 
all the troops called for from a par- 
ticular state to be assembled and broke* 
in at the rendezvous the department to 
Instructing Its mustering officers to com- 


plete the organization or regiments as 
rap'dly as possible, and as scon a* one 
Is organized to report the fact to the 
department, when that regiment will be 
ordered at once to the point selected far 
concentration.

The officials had be- 
fore them a list of between 15 and 20 large 
vessels whose home port is on the Pacific 
coast, and were making preparations 
looking to their charter a» transports. 
Their aggregate capacity is more than 
ample for the purposes of the govern- 
ment. Should all be secured, the war 
department will be able to send cavalry 
to the Philippines In case this is deemed 
desirable.

ALDERSHOT. 


The Ground* VVh«r« tho KrltUh Soldier 


In Drilled Iu Maneuver*. 


Aldorshot is » tract of land four or five 


miles s(|uaro situated about US miles south- 
west from London. The soil is a yellowish 
clayey gravel, admitting of no cultivation. 
The country is slightly rolling. Several 
railrouds und n ennui traverse tho tract. 
A range of hills, offering u good defensive 
position, passes through it. 
Tho position 


of Aldorshot strategically is a good ooa 
for assembling troops, sinco from it troops 
can bo conveniently sunt to any thruutoiied 
point on tho southern coast. 


On this tract the English have built an 


arm; post containing barracks and quar- 
,ors for suvurul regiments of regular 
jroops, with storehouses and magazines 
for supplies. 
During the active season ill 


spring nnd summer tho garrison is in- 
creased by other regiments of regulars, 
and by a large body of volunteers, so that 
there are usually from 10,000 to 15,000 
men in the camp, most of them In tents. 
These volunteer regiments are from time 
to time relieved to bo replaced by others. 
The entire force present is under the com- 
mand of an officer of bigb rank (usually a 
lieutenant general) of tbe regular army. 
The troops are kept bard at work. Besides 
tho usual drills, parados, reviews and so 
on there are almost daily maneuvers on a 
large scale of infantry, cavalry or artillery 
or all three arms combined, illustrating 
marches in advance or in retreat in the 
presence of an imaginary or a represented 
enemy, dispositions for attack, combats, 
etc. The conclusion of each maneuver .Is 
followed by a criticism made by the gen- 
eral commanding. In which he endeavors 
to point out the merits or the defects in 
the manner in which the maneuver wag 
conducted.—Captain .Tames Parker, U. S. 
A., ID Harper's Magazine. 


Washington, May 10.—By direction ot 


the president. Assistant Secretary M»l 
klejohn of the war department has beer 
placed 4h^charre of the military s«cret 
service of the government during tlu 
continuance of the war with Spain. Tht 
secret service of the treasury': depart- 
ment has been placed at his disposal. 


Mr. Melklejohn U constantly receiving 


letters from many persons giving Infor- 
mation concerning the actlons^of peo- 
ple suspected of furnishing informatioi 
to the Spanish government. 
These art 


being promptly investigated. 


Two charges are preferred against 


Dov/ning, who was arrested Saturday 
The first Is a violation of section 1343 ol 
the revised statutes. The specifications 
under this charge allege that Downing 
acted as a spy, the United States beinj 
at war with Spain, and obtained infor- 
mation in regard to the military ant 
naval operations of the United State; 
and endeavored to communicate the 
same to a person in Montreal for use by 
the Spanish government in its hostile 
operations against the United States. 
The second charge is giving intelligence 
to the enemy In violation of the 46tb 
article of war. 
The spec-fications are 


thnt Downing obtained information in 
tegard to the military and naval opera- 
tions of the United Statss and communi- 
cated the same to a person in Toronto foi 
use by the government of Spain In Its 
hostile operations against the United 
States. 
Under the first charge the pris- 


oner Is liable on conviction to suffei 
death, while under the second his pun- 
ishment shall either be death, or sucl; 
as the courtmartial may direct. 
Tht 


prisoner will be given permission to em- 
l-loy counsel for his defense. 
If tht: 


sentence is death, the prisoner w ill prob- 
ably be shot. 


Articles of war numbered 45 and 46 ant' 


section 1343 of the revised statut m pre 
scribe the punishment which f'ill bi 
meted out to those found ssullty of re- 
lieving the enemy, holding correspon- 
dence with him or engaging In rebellior 
aealnst the United States. 
The wai 


department officials express a desire thai 
these be published at this time, 
af 


they may tx> instrumental in deterring 
from such act** persons who might other- 
wise, not knowing the law, violate them. 
The articles of war and the section of tht 
revised statutes referred to are as fol- 
lows: 


Article 45—Whosoever 
relieves 
the 


onemy with money, victuals or ammuni- 
tion, or knowingly harbors or protects 
an enemy shall suffer death, or such 
other punishment as a courtmartlal may 
direct. 


Article 46—Whosoever holds 
corre- 


spondence with or Klves Intelligence ti 
the enemy, either directly or Indirectly. 
shall suffer deftth. or such other punish- 
ment as the courtmartlfil shall direct. 


Section 1343—All persons who in time 


of war, or of rebellion against the su- 
preme authority of the' United States. 
shall be found lurking or anting as spies 
In or about any of the fortifications, 
posts, quarters or encampments of any 
of the armies of the 1'nited States, or 
elsewhere, shall be triable by a gen- 
era! rourtmartial, or by a military com- 
mission, and shall on conviction thereof 
suffer death.

Transport Puts Out 


From Tampa. 


ARMS AND 
MEN. 


First of the Steps In Aid 


of the Insurgents. 


GENERAL EXPEDITION. 


Lack of Transporting Facilities Occa- 


sions Some Delay In Departure. 


Tampa, Fla., May 10.—The Gussle. one 


of the Mallory line, chartered by the 
government for use us a transport, has 
sailed for Cuba? loaded with arms, am- 
munition and supplies, furnished by the 
United States government for the use 
of the Cuban Insurgent*. A company of 
100 United States troops from the First 
regiment of infantry accompanies the 
expedition. If necessary the men will 
penetrate into the interior far enough^ 
to place the wupplies in the hands of the 
Insurgents. The expedition ia In charge 
of Captain W. H. Dorst, General Miles' 
aide, who has just returned from Cuba. 


Th« Cussle has on board between 8000 


and 7000 Springfield rides, about 200,000 
rounds of ammunition and several hun- 
dred boxes of provisions, consisting 
principaVy of cann«d meats and hard- 
tack. The uttnOBt secrecy was main- 
tained regarding the point of landing,, 
but, 
in view of Captain Dorst's recent 


landing near Havana, where he com- 
municated with the insurgent leader, 
General Delgado, it is believed that the 
expedition will be headed for a point not 
far from Havana. 


The Ciusuic had mounted on her for- 


ward deck yesterday a one-poun<\er 
rapid-lire gun. It was understood, how- 
ever, that she was to be met at some 
point not far from Key West by a gun- 
boat from the blockading squadron and 
escorted to 
the designated landing 


plac«. 


The Whitney, the sister ship of the 


Gussle, which sailed for Dry TortURas 
Saturday with two companies of the 
Fifth infantry, will follow as soon as the 
arms, ammunition and supplies can be 
loaded. Hefore a week has passed, it 1« 
believed that the insurgent leadeis will 
have been furnished \\itharmsenough 
for at least IB,000 men, and, with u bat,e 
of supplies established on the coast, a 
vigorous campaign against the Spanish 
forces will be inaugurated.

Provision for Mobilizing; and Feeding 


Thousands on the Island. 


Washing-ton, May 10.—There Is the beat 


authority for the statement that tht 
navy department does not expect to hear 
from Admiral Sampson within several 
days. The remark would seem to In- 
dicate that the admiral, having failed to 
find the enemy at the place expected, had 
.turned his attention to the alternative 
project. What this Is cannot be ascvjr1- 
tained. It is evident, however, that the 
department IB under no apprehension as 
to the safety of the American fleet, nor 
of any vessel of the fleet. 


Monday an official statement was made 


as to the points of concentration of the 
volunteers. The list includes the follow- 
ing: To Washington, 
Massachusetts,, 


one regiment of Infantry; to Camp 
George E. Thomas. Chlcamauga, Massa- 
chusetts, one regiment Infantry; Ver- 
mont, one regiment infantry; to depart- 
ment commanders for coast defense and 
reserve: Connecticut, one regiment in- 
fantry and two batteries heavy artl'Iery 
and one battery light artillery; Maine, 
one regiment infantry and one batteiy 
heavy artillery; Massachusetts, two 
regiments Infantry and one battery 
heavy artillery; New Hampshire, one 
regiment infantry; Rhode Island, one 
regiment Infantry. There Is every evi- 
dence that the department officials ex- 
pect a short, sharp, conclusive and im- 
mediate campaign, such as could not be 
waged by 5000 or 10,000 soldiers. It is also 
to' be noted that preparations made by 
the quartermaster's department and 
the commissary's department, so far as 
cUscloged by actual orders, indicate that 
provision la being made for mobilizing, 
transporting and feeding many thou- 
sand* of men outside of the 
United 
States. 


With a view to systematizing the work 


•f mobilizing the forces and putting them 
In service, the war department has 
planned a scheme which, It Is believed, 
will very much hatten the work of get- 
ting the men together and equipping 
them, while avoiding any contention of 
the rallroaS traffic. Inatead of allowing

department, when that regiment will be 
ordered at once to the point selected fjr 
concentration. In this way the govern- 
ment will he relieved greatly In the dis- 
tribution of ttores, which ,-f 11 b« called 
for only aa fast as tli«y are needed.
